DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Ameen 
et al. (6,635,569). 

The process as claimed is disclosed at col. 5, lines 1-30, col. 9, lines 1-34, and 
col. 10, lines 55-60 wherein the chamber is cleaned with NF 3 , a plasma of Arand H 2 is 
used to remove contaminants and stabilize the temperature of the showerhead for 1-10 
minutes, Ti is deposited on the reaction chamber without a substrate in the chamber, 
and the Ti film is subjected to a stabilization process 50 which can include introduction 
of N 2 and H 2 gas in the chamber. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 7-9, 11, and 13-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Gupta et al. (5,824,375). 

The process as claimed is disclosed at col. 8, line 37 to col. 9, line 60 where the 
chamber is cleaned with NF 3> a plasma of He and Ar is introduced into the chamber 
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which stabilizes and removes contaminants, and a silica film is deposited on the reactor 
without a substrate therein. As to claim 1 1 , the reactor is idled during the cleaning steps 
as the intended purpose of the chamber of depositing layers on substrates is not being 
performed during this time. As to claim 16, the example describes a 90 second 
cleaning process.
